The present paper is a compilation of the age and sex data 
of population and in this respect, departs from the previous 
publications in the Analytical and Technical Memorandum Series which 
is devoted to methodology and/or analysis of data. Notwithstanding, 
it was decided as an exceptional case to publish it in this Series 


with a view to make the data available to a Wider circle of readers.

Résumé 


Ce document présente un choix de données trans formées (ex., in- 
dices synthétiques et graphiques sur la composition de la popu- 
lation canadienne par age et sexe. La plupart des données de 
base ont été compilées d'aprés les recensements du Canada, en 
particulier le recensement de 1971. Le compendium commence avec 
des notes sur les sources de données, les méthodes d'informatique 
et les termes utilisés. La majeure partie de ce document est 
consacrée a des tableaux et des graphiques. Pour plus de 600 
séries, les tableaux présentent des paramétres conventionnels 
(tels que, répartition en pourcentage par grand groupe d'age, 
rapport de masculinité, de dépendance et age médian) y compris 
les populations et les secteurs géographiques suivants: Canada, 
régions, et provinces (séries chronologiques détaillées); popu- 
lation selon la résidence urbaine/rurale; population selon le 
lieu de naissance; immigrants intercensitaires; populations 
stables; projections démographiques; et certaines séries interna- 
tionales. Les graphiques présentent des pyramides démographiques 
pour certains grands groupes de population indiqués dans ces 
tableaux. 


Abstract 


This paper presents a selection of transformed data (i.e., syn- 
thetic indices and graphs) on the age-sex structure of Canada's 
population. Most of the raw data were compiled from the Canadian 
censuses, in particular the 1971 Census. The compendium begins 
with notes on the data sources, the computational procedures and 
the terms used. The bulk of the paper is devoted to tables and 
charts. The tables report conventional parameters (such as, per- 
centage distributions by broad age group, sex ratios, dependency 
ratios and median ages) for over 600 series, including the follow- 
ing populations and geographical areas: Canada, regions and pro- 
vinces (detailed time series); the population by urban/rural resi- 
dence; the population by place of birth; intercensal immigrants; 
stable populations; projected populations; and selected interna- 
tional series. The charts show population pyramids for some of 
the major population groups reported in these tables. 
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1." “Introduction * 


Data on age~sex structure play a prominent role in many fields of research, 
in social and economic planning and in policy-making. For example, age- 
sex data are required in research on morbidity, mortality, fertility, 
Marriage and population growth; in the planning of services in the fields 
of education, health and social welfare; and in policy-making in connec- 
tion with unemployment, retraining and job creation. 


The analysis of the age-sex structure of a given population. usually in- 
volves comparisons with age structures of other relevant populations. In 
the specific case of the 1971 census population of Canada, for example, 

such comparisons may involve data from previous censuses and the corres- 
ponding stable equivalents; data for provinces, counties, census divisions 
and census metropolitan areas (CMA's); data showing urban-rural differentia- 
tion; international data; population projections; data on the age-sex 
structure of the components of population change (e.g., deaths and immi- 
grants) Sete. 


The compilation of the data for such series involves several obstacles. 
Firstly, some of the data, such as the age-sex distribution of the stable 
equivalents of the census populations, are not easily available: they must 
.be computed by the analysts requiring them. Secondly, the raw data must be 
gathered from many sources, such as census volumes, annual reports of vital 
statistics, compendia of immigrant statistics, tabulations of projected pop- 
ulations, etc. Thirdly, the data on population movement required for the 
analysis of intercensal change of age-sex structure are published in offi- 
cial sources according to calendar years rather than census years: this 
necessitates adjustments using monthly data which, as a rule, are unpublished 


and not readily available. 


Having overcome the obstacles in compiling the raw data, analysts normally 
proceed to compute "transformed data" designed to facilitate the analysis 
proper. The conventional transformed data include graphical representa- 
tions of population pyramids and an array of "synthetic indices", such as 
sex ratios, dependency ratios and median ages. Sex ratios and pyramid 
graphs for selected distributions are included upon occasion in official 
publications (Canada, 1970; Canada, 1973) but in most cases analysts must 
compute even the most standard and conventional synthetic indices from 


the raw data. 


This paper is based on the results of a project carried out during 1972-1973 
in the Demographic Analysis and Research Section, Research Sub-Division, 


Census Division.

Given the fundamental role of age-sex data, it is probable that many re- 
searchers duplicate the compilation of the raw data and the transforma- 
tion into graphs and indices. To avoid some of the duplication in the 
future, this paper provides in Section 3 a compendium of selected trans- 
formed data, i.e., parameters of age-sex structure (Section 3.1), and 
pyramid charts (Section 3.2). These items are preceded by notes on the 
data sources, the computational procedures and the definitions of the 
terms used (Section 2). 


Some of the data presented in Section 3 were previously published in a 
Census Field Working Paper (Yam, 1973b). This Working Paper was based 
on the 1971 census data available at that time, i.e., data derived from 
the census questions addressed to all the Canadian households, as dis- 
tinguished from the questions addressed to a sample of 1/3 of the house- 
holds. The sample questionnaire included, for example, the item on 
place of birth which permits the distinction between the native and 
foreign born populations. In the Canadian context such a classification 
is relevant to, and important for, the analysis of changes in the age-sex 
structure on the national and provincial levels. The present paper in- 
corporates these and other census data from the sample questionnaire. 


The charts and tables presented in Section 3 were generated by a F@RTRAN 
programme written by the author to assist researchers in analysing age- 


sex structure. The programme, termed "AGESEX4", is described in detail 
in a Population and Housing Research Memorandum (Yam, 1973a). A copy of 
the programme (in card form) may be obtained from the author. 


2. Definitions and Technical Notes 


The sixteen summary tables of Section 3.1 report an array of age-sex 

synthetic indicators for various age-sex structures. The array of indica- 

tors includes the following: 

Child dependency ratio (Col. 8) = Population aged 00-14/Population 

aged 15-64. 

Population aged 65+/Population 
aged 15-64. 

Total dependency ratio (Col. 10) = Sum of above-mentioned ratios. 

Aged-to-child ratio (Col. 11) Population aged 65+/Population 

aged 00-14. 


Aged dependency ratio (Col. 9) 


Median Age (Col. 12) - (Linear interpolation is applied 
in this computation.) 
Sex ratio (Col. 13) = 1000 - males/females. 


Additionally, absolute numbers and percentages for the three conventional 
broad age groups (00-14, 15-64, 65+) are provided in Col. 1 to 7. 
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As a result of random rounding, an automated procedure adopted in the 
1971 Census to ensure confidentiality (Murphy, 1972), the sum of the 
census figures over all the age and sex groups may deviate slightly 
from the census total. Since the computer programme which generated 
the tables in Section 3 derived the totals and subtotals by aggregating 
the detailed age-sex data, it is possible that certain totals shown in 
this paper may not agree with the official census figures. The slight 
deviations in absolute numbers should have virtually no effect on the 
synthetic parameters reported in the summary tables. 


Data sources and notes which concern individual series are indicated 
generally in footnotes to the relevant tables and graphs. Points which 
require lengthy explanations are discussed in the subsequent paragraphs. 


(a) Immigration (flow) data (Table 8 and Chart 4). The immigration 
data shown in Table 8 and Chart 4 are based on the registration of 
immigrants entering Canada. The raw data consist of annual figures 
for calendar years, by age and sex, and of monthly data on all immi- 
grants (i.e., without age-sex distinction). These data were aggre- 
gated into intercensal totals as follows. 


The annual data provide the number M'_ of immigrants in age-sex 
group x entering during those calendar years which are not census 
years (e.g., 1932 to 1940 for the intercensal period 1931-1941). An 
estimate is needed, however, for the census years. For each census 
year t (t = 1931, 1941, ..., 1971) the following ratio r(t) is cal- 
culated from the monthly data: 


nr) Immigrants entering between Jan. 1 and May 31 of year t 


The total number of immigrants M(t) entering in year t 


Next, it is assumed that r(t) applies to each age-sex group indi- 
vidually. Thus, for any intercensal period t_ to t,, the estimated 
number of intercensal immigrants M, in age-sex group x is calculated 


as: 


i = My + (1-r(t))) M(t.) + r(t,) . M(t,) 


(In the footnote to Table 8 the ratios r(t) are referred to by the 
term "adjustment factors".) 


(b) "Last decade immigrants" (Tables 9 to 11 and Chart 5). The data 
on the last decade immigrants report the immigrants who entered 
the country during the decade preceding a given census and who were 
enumerated in that census. These data constitute "stock statistics" 
on immigration and should be distinguished from the "flow statis- 
tics" discussed under (a) above. 


It should be noted that the data on the last decade immigrants 

also include persons who entered during the first five months of 

the "initial" census year. For example, the 1941 Census data in- 
clude immigrants who entered since the 1931 Census plus those who 
entered from January to May, 1931. (The reason for this inclusion 
is that the census asks for the calendar year of immigration.) Not- 
withstanding the slight inaccuracy, these immigrants are referred to 
in the present paper by the term "last decade immigrants". 


(c) Projected populations (Table 13 and Chart 6) <..Thesprojections re; 
ported here represent a sample from an array of interim projections 
computed by the Population Estimates and Projections (PEP) Section, 
Census Field, Statistics Canada. Of the 32 sets of assumptions for 
which projections were prepared (Romaniuc, 1972), four are included 
in this paper; they correspond to the following assumptions: 


Assumption 1 - Mortality will remain at virtually the same level as 
the one recorded in 1971 ("constant mortality"); fer- 
tility will decline from a total fertility rate of 2.19 
children per woman in 1971, according to provisional 
figures, to 1.90 in 1985, and remain at that level 
thereafter ("low fertility"). 


Assumption 2 - "Constant mortality", as above, and a slight decline in 
fertility by’) 1985, tov aytotaletertilitytrateso€ 2.13 
children per woman ("medium fertility"). 


Assumption 3 - Mortality will decline gradually so that by the year 
2001 the life expectancy will reach 76.7 years for 
males and 84.5 for females, compared with the 1971 
levels of 69.9 and 75.8 years, respectively ("low mor- 
tality"); "low fertility" as in Assumption 1. 


Assumption 4 - "Low mortality" as in Assumption 3 and "medium fertil- 
ity" as in Assumption 2. 


All four assumptions are based on an annual net immigration figure of 
60,000 persons. The assumed distribution by age and sex follows the 


one established in a previous study conducted in the PEP Section 
(Gnanasekaran, 1970). 


Table 13 reports selected parameters for projections based on all 
four assumptions, while Chart 6 represents Assumption 2 only. 
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3. Tables and Charts

3.1 Summary tables showing selected indicators of age-sex structure 


The sixteen tables shown subsequently begin with a time series for the 
national level, 1851-1971 (Table 1) and for the regional/provincial 
level, 1901-1971 (Table 2). When these data are interpreted one should 
bear in mind the possible effect of changes in boundaries (e.g., the in- 
clusion of Newfoundland in the census data from 1951 on). 


Urban/rural differentiation is reported on the basis of the 1971 returns 
Only,because the different definitions from one census to another may 
cause certain comparisons to be meaningless if not misleading (Table 3). 


Differentiation by place of birth (native born v. foreign born) is 
treated in detail (Tables 4 to 7). The tables cover a time series on 

the national level from1911 to 1971; a provincial breakdown for 1971; and 
a regional time series from1931 to 1971. Additionally, a time series from 
1951 to 1971 is included, showing urban/rural differentiation by place of 
birth (Canadians born in province, other Canadian born, and foreign born) 
for Ontario and Quebec. In view of the problem alluded to previously con- 
cerning definitions of urban/rural areas, comparisons involving different 
censuses should be conducted with caution. 


Data on immigration are presented on the basis of flow statistics (Table 
8) and stock statistics (Tables 9 to 11); see Sections 2(a) and 2(b). 


The "actual" Canadian series are complemented by hypothetical data re- 
ferring to the stable equivalents of the census populations, and to popu- 
lation projections (Tables 12 and 13). 


The array of tables is concluded by international comparisons, with special 
reference to immigration countries in general and the U.S.A. in particular 


(Tables 14 to 16).
